"It's  a  lot  of  little  things — and  some  mighty  big  things,  too. 

"But  in  a  nutshell,  it's  our  right  to  live  our  own  lives,  run 
our  own  jobs  and  our  own  businesses  in  our  own  way 
— without  needless  interference. 

"It's  our  right  to  criticize  the  government,  bawl  out  the  umpire, 
or  make  a  speech  on  the  public  square.  It's  our  right  to  travel 
when  and  where  we  choose — to  work  or  not,  as  we  please. 

"It  offers  opportunity  to  anyone  who  really  wants  it.  It  rewards 
thrift,  hard  work  and  ingenuity.  It  thrives  on  competition  and 
raises  our  standard  of  living.  It  encourages  invention,  stimulates 
research  and  promotes  progress. 
"It  offers  us  a  chance  to  save  and  invest  and  build  and  grow. 

"Under  Free  Enterprise  men  who  have  faith  in  an  idea  can 

take  risks   to  develop  it.   Our  railways  started  that  way.   So 

did   the   motor   car   industry — and   oil 

and  steel  and  aviation  and  scientific 

mechanized   farming. 

"Free  Enterprise  made  small  shops  and 

factories  into  big  ones — and  then  started 

more  small  ones.  And  now,   fighting  a 

desperate  war  in  which  production  will 

turn  the  scale,  America  is  out-producing 

every  other  country  in  the  world,  hands 

down — and  is  doing  it  faster  and  better. 

"Yet  in  spiteof  all  this.somefolkswouldlike 
to  change  our  American  way  of  doingthings 
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— and  rebuild  our  wholecountry  under  anewandiiifferentsystem. 
"If  they  had  their  way,  Tom  here,  wouldn't  own  this  store.  He'd 
be  regimented  with  a  lot  of  other  storekeepers  and  told  how 
to  run  his  business  by  some  bureaucrat  who  probably  never 
tended  store  in  his  life. 

"Ed's  farm  would  belong  to  the  state,  and  Ed  would  be  told  how 
to  run  it  and  what  to  raise  by  someone  he  wouldn't  even  know. 
"Jim  would  be  working  for  a  state-owned  factory — with  his 
job  and  wages  frozen.  And  I  don't  know  where  we  country 
doctors  would  be. 

"We  fellows  aren't  rich — and  probably  never  will  be.  But  we've 
got  a  lot  of  self-respect  and  religion  and  decency  and  common 
sense.  We  own  our  own  homes  and  farms,  send  our  kids  to 
college,  have  cars,  radios,  and  a  lot  more  of  the  luxuries  of  life 
than  millions  of  people  living  under  fancy  political  systems  and 
'planned  economies'  in  other  countries. 
"Sure,  we're  willing  to  put  up  with  a  lot 
of  irritating  things  right  now — in  order 
to  win  the  war — but  I  don't  believe  we'll 
stand  for  being  pushed  around  much 
after  it's  over. 

"Frankly,  I  don't  like  the  name  Free 
Enterprise  for  the  system  under  which 
this  country  has  grown  great.  I'd  rather 
call  it  American  Enterprise,  because  it's 
the  most  American  thing  we  have.  It 
really  is  America.  Let's  keep  it."

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Out  of  a  welter  of  confusion  which  had  more  or  less  characterized  the  field 
of  higher  education  for  a  year,  April,  1944,  brought  a  few  tangibles. 

At  Lehigh  University,  as  in  a  legion  of  colleges  depending  upon  private 
support,  the  tangibles  were  not  good  news  and  many  questions  remained  unanswered. 
Temporarily,  however,  an  era  of  shadow-boxing  was  over. 

Principle  sword  which  had  dangled  over  the  heads  of  educators  for  months 
was  the  indication  that  the  War  Department's  Army  Student  Training  Program  was  to  be 
withdrawn  from  the  colleges.   Beginning  in  July,  1943  at  Lehigh,  this  program  had 
essentially  "taken  over"  the  physical  plant  and  provided  work  for  scores  of  faculty 
members  whose  presence  would  not  have  been  justified  by  civilian  enrollment  alone. 

Indeed, by  October  the  1,431  enrolled  by  the  War  Department  under  the  AST 
Program  as  well  as  the  Reserve  Officer  Training  and  Student  Training  Reserve  Unit 
(boys  under  18)  dwarfed  the  457  undergraduate  figure.   And  more  drastic  cuts  in 
student  deferment  were  steadily  sapping  civilian  totals. 

The  War  Department  had  let  it  be  known  that  the  ASTP  was  not  designed  as  a 
boon  to  the  colleges  but  as  a  war  necessity.   The  winter  months  brought  increasing 
uneasiness  as  the  program  seemed  to  be  losing  ground  even  on  that  basis.   By  Febru- 
ary, the  army  forces  were  reduced  several  hundred.   By  April  long  files  of  soldiers 
under  full  pack  marched  from  the  campus  beneath  appropriately  dull  skies.   On  the 
campus  remained  13  lonely  Reservists  and  some  350  civilians.   Shortly  the  axe  was  to 
fall  again.   Eighty-two  embryo  scientists,  deferred  under  the  roster  of  Specialized 
and  Scientific  Personnel,  got  their  walking  papers. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  called  into  special  session  April 
14  came  to  grips  with  a  tough  situation  and  met  it  squarely.   The  Board  decided: 

1)  Pending  the  selection  of  a  permanent  president  to  succeed  Dr.  C. 
C.  Williams  who  retires  on  June  30,  1944,  the  administration  of 
Lehigh  will  be  conducted  by  an  administrative  committee  consisting 
of  the  Deans  of  the  three  undergraduate  colleges.  Arts  and  Science, 
Business  Administration,  and  Engineering.   The  men  concerned,  Philip 
M.  Palmer,  Chairman,  Dr.  Neil  Carothers  and  A.  Copeland  Callen,  will 
carry  out  the  Board's  policies  under  the  direction  of  its  Executive 
Committee. 

2)  In  view  of  the  expected  decline  in  student  enrollment  at  Lehigh 
during  the  coming  year  it  would  be  necessary  to  make  some  temporary 
reductions  in  teaching  forces  and  to  effect  economies  wherever 
practicable.   The  policy  aimed  to  maintain  a  teaching  staff  ade- 
quate to  continue  the  high  standards  of  instruction  that  have  here- 
tofore prevailed  at  Lehigh  and  to  offer  diversified  curriculum 
designed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  student  body. 

3)  It  was  expected  that  such  reductions  in  the  teaching  staff  as  are 
made  would  be  largely  through  temporary  leaves  of  absence  granted 
to  certain  members  of  the  faculty  who  are  able  to  devote  all  or 
part  of  their  time  to  various  forms  of  war  work  for  which  they  are 
specially  qualified. 


Unwritten  in  the  appointment  of  the  Deans'  Committee  was  the  important 
secondary  effect  of  taking  the  pressure  from  the  presidential  selection  committee  by 
providing  a  pro-tern  administration  until  such  time  as  a  completely  satisfactory 
candidate  could  be  engaged. 

No  sinecure  is  the  job  assumed  by  Lehigh's  three  capable  college  deans. 
A  prudent  administration  by  President  Williams  will  bring  the  University  through 
June  30  next  without  a  deficit  as  the  War  Department  contract  expires  on  that  date. 
Some  |250,000  laid  aside  in  the  past  two  years  as  a  war  reserve  provides  a  cushion. 
But  essentially  the  task  is  one  of  cutting  the  cloth  to  suit  an  unprecedented  drop 
in  enrollment  approximating  84%. 

Lehigh's  class  agents  whose  primary  responsibility  is  solicitation  of  the 
Alumni  Fund,  again  saw  an  opportiinity  for  Lehigh  men  to  step  into  the  picture 
financially  as  they  did  in  1942-43  when  their  contributions  just  equalled  the 
University's  net  surplus  for  that  fiscal  year.   Now,  these  agents  reasoned,  an  even 
greater  demand  seemed  apparent.   Even  the  Press  featured  the  plight  of  the  Nation's 
colleges.   What,  then,  was  Lehigh's  financial  picture  in  dollars  and  cents? 

There  was  and  there  is  no  complete  answer  to  date.   Until  the  Dean's  Com- 
mittee and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  can  say  what  tuition  may  be  ex- 
pected, what  buildings  may  be  closed,  what  staff  may  be  maintained,  definite 
figures  would  be  misleading.   Hasty  calculations  are  enough,  however,  to  generalize 
that  Alumni  Fund  totals  averaging  $34,501  annually  in  the  war  years  to  date  must  be 
increased  sharply  if  more  than  nominal  responsibility  is  to  be  assumed.   Meanwhile, 
doing  their  best,  Lehigh  class  agents  are  indicating  the  nature  of  the  situation  to 
their  classmates  and  (see  page  12)  have  already  found  a  heartening  response  in 
contributions. 

Even  without  the  benefit  of  information  which  only  succeeding  months  can 
bring,  certain  things  are  evident.   While  encouraging  some  faculty  members  to  take 
leaves  of  absence,  Lehigh  is  still  maintaining  a  nucleus  of  top  men  who  can  guar- 
antee the  same  high  standard  of  instruction  even  to  a  limited  student  body. 

Lehigh  University  will  stay  in  operation  in  the  face  of  possible  financial 
losses  of  any  proportions  which  can  be  envisioned  at  present  and  by  specific  mandate 
of  the  Board,  faculty  members  are  to  be  accorded  the  utmost  consideration  in  any 
re-arrangements  involving  their  personal  welfare. 

Lehigh's  alumni  body,  traditionally  responsive  to  financial  crises,  is 
already  displaying  the  sense  of  responsibility  which  has  given  the  University  more 
than  half  its  physical  plant  and  has  provided  the  backlog  of  progress  over  the  last 
half  century.

can  an  engine  be  developed  which  will 
run  in  repose.

OF  INTEREST  to  many  on  the  east- 
ern seaboard  a  recent  article, 
"Cities  A  Quarter  Mile  Down,"  writ- 
ten by  Lehigh  alumnus  Frank  J.  G. 
Duck,  '19,  for  the  feature  section  of  a 
metropolitan  paper,  gives  a  vivid  de- 
scription of  underground  life  in  Penn- 
sylvania's famed  anthracite  coal  fields, 
where  approximately  60,000,000  tons 
of  coal  are  mined  annually  from  a  pro- 
ducing area  of  484  square  miles.

the  underground  chain  which  has  devel- 
oped in  the  coal  regions  during  the  past 
135  years. 
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With  thirteen  young  reservists  and  less  than  350  civilian  students 
remaining  on  the  campus  at  month's  end  Lehigh's  undergraduate  picture 
remained  virtually  unchanged  from  that  of  the  preceding  month  .  .  . 
Extra-curricular  activities  have  all  but  ceased,  and  only  on  the  athletic 
front,  where  79  boys  are  participating  in  baseball,  track  and  tennis,  is 
there  any  sign  of  life  .  .  .  Most  undergraduates,  confused  by  latest 
Selective  Service  edicts,  realize  that  their  college  life  is  drawing  to  a 
close,  and  that  within  a  few  short  months,  they  too  will  be  joining  the 
2915  Lehigh  men  already  in  the  armed  services  ...  In  sympathy  with 
student  problems  undergraduate  Dean  Congdon  reaffirmed  the  Uni- 
versity's decision  to  give  drafted  men  blanket  credit  proportional  to  the 
time  spent  in  class  .  .  .  and  while  such  credits  will  probably  not  be 
honored  at  other  schools,  they  will  be  "good  currency  here"  .  .  .

Lehigh's  high  scholastic  standards 


The  number  of  new  civilian  students  likely  to  enroll  at  Lehigh 
for  the  new  term  starting  in  June  may  reach  100  according  to 
E.  Kenneth  Smiley,  Admissions  Director  .  .  .  Stressing  the  fact 
that  this  estimate  is  unreliable  because  of  constantly  changing 
conditions  Director  Smiley  stated  that  45  men  have  already 
made  their  initial  deposit  and  that  55  others  are  being  con- 
sidered .  .  .  Under  existing  government  regulations  approxi- 
mately one-third  of  the  June  registrants  will  be  able  to  remain 
for  one  semester  .  .  .  while  one-half  will  be  able  to  complete 
two  semesters  before  going  into  the  service  .  .  . 

Possibility  that  another  contingent  of  Army  Specialized  Trainees 
may  be  sent  to  the  campus  on  July  1  has  been  announced  by  President 
Williams  .  .  .  The  exact  number  is  not  known,  but  campus  rumor  has 
it  that  the  contingent  will  not  exceed  250  men  .  .  .  Civilian  leaders  on 
the  campus  were  honored  this  month  at  the  traditional  "Flagpole" 
exercises  .  .  .  Graduation  for  members  of  the  1944  class  will  be  held 
June  18,  and  following  the  wartime  custom  both  baccalaureate  and 
commencement  will  be  held  on  the  same  day  .  .  .  Dr.  William  Pearson 
Tolley,  Chancellor  of  Syracuse  University,  will  be  the  commencement 
speaker  .  .  .  Long  a  tradition  on  South  Mountain  the  thirty-seventh 
annual  Bach  Festival  was  presented  in  Packer  Chapel  on  May  19-20  .  .  . 
and,  as  usual,  every  seat  in  the  chapel  was  filled  .  .  . 
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DURING  the  past  years  more  print- 
ed pages  and  more  oratory  and 
more  discussion  have  been  de- 
voted to  the  subject  of  postwar  plan- 
ning than  to  ahnost  any  problem  fac- 
ing the  American  public  in  many  years. 
One  of  the  problems  before  us  is  just 
how  to  make  a  proper  appraisal  of  this 
information. 

First  of  all  we  face  the  problem  of 
winning  the  war,  and  next  of  winning 
a  lasting  peace.  Intimately  related  to 
this  latter  are  the  internal  problems  of 
returning  to  normal  political  and  in- 
dustrial life.  Real  postwar  planning  in- 
cludes the  winning  of  the  peace  as  well 
as   the   re-establishment   of   normalcy. 

We  have  both  international  and  na- 
tional problems  confronting  us.  There 
is  no  absolute  or  sharp  cleavage.  For 
example,  we  have  before  us  the  prob- 
lem of  reconversion  of  industry.  This 
problem  originated  only  because  there 
was  a  world  war.  Therefore,  in  any 
comprehensive  national  planning  we 
should  know  if  we  must  contemplate 
a  third  world  war  within  a  reasonable 
period  of  time.  In  other  words,  how  far 
should  we  convert  ?  What  degree  of 
victory  will  we  have  won  in  establish- 
ing the  peace? 

What  kind  of  a  politically-minded 
world  will  exist  as  a  result  of  this 
peace?  Will  it  resume  international 
trade  much  as  before  the  outbreak  of 
the  war  ?  Will  we  be  dealing  with  for- 
eign individuals  or  will  more  or  less 
of  our  trade  be  with  socialistic  foreign 
governments  ?  Perhaps  even  we  may 
be  socialized.  In  which  case  the  in- 
dividual business  concern  will  have  no 
place. 

Will  we  have  some  form  of  fiat  in- 
ternational currency,  or  will  we  have 
stabilization    and    resumption    of    the 


gold  standard  ?  Will  all  of  our  trade 
be  on  a  bilateral  basis?  These  are 
really  important  problems  to  industry. 
Not  all  countries  can  build  to  make 
the  vast  number  of  products  that  are 
essential  to  their  national  existence. 
Therefore,  export  and  interchange  of 
many  of  these  products  will  continue, 
at  least  on  a  diminishing  volume.  But 
under  what  auspices? 

TV7ARS  are  very  costly  adventures, 
"  when  they  were  smaller  and 
not  quite  so  destructive  and  costly,  the 
winning  side  counted  on  loot  or  rep- 
arations for  paying  the  bill.  But  the 
modern  war  involves  far  greater  costs 
than  are  available  in  the  form  of  port- 
able wealth.  For  thousands  of  years  the 
world  has  used  another  method  of  pay- 
ing the  bill, — by  devaluing  its  mone- 
tary units.  Is  that  a  situation  that  will 
follow  this  war?  If  it  is,  we  will  have 
higher  postwar  prices  and  higher  post- 
war wages.  We  will  point  our  tech- 
nologic attention  to  those  directions 
where  these  increased  costs  strike  hard- 
est. We  will  have  to  adapt  the  char- 
acter of  our  goods  to  the  new  purchas- 
ing   ability    of    our    future    customers. 

Then  having  adjusted  our  internal 
economic  situation,  there  arises  the 
larger  problem  of  international  ad- 
justment. Currencies  must  be  stabilized 
in  such  relation  that  foreign  trade  can 
be  resumed. 

You  can  see  that  this  planning  that 
so  many  people  think  involves  merely 
?.  survey  of  their  facilities,  a  new 
stream-lined  design,  a  rearrangement 
of  some  equipment,  and  the  sending 
of  a  few  salesmen  on  the  road,  really 
has  some  very  complex  aspects.  The 
little  shopkeeper  around  the  corner 
need    not   trouble   himself    too    much 


about  whether  or  not  there  will  be  a 
Bancor  or  Unitas  or  some  other  inter- 
national monetary  unit,  but  those  things 
are  going  to  affect  him  because  his 
shelves  may  carry  goods  of  foreign 
origin.  Of  course,  it  will  be  much  more 
serious  with  the  larger  corporations, — 
steel,  copper,  automobiles, — even  the 
chemical  business,  for  we  do  depend 
upon  foreign  raw  materials  and  we  do 
sell  in  foreign  markets. 

We  cannot  leave  these  broad  matters 
solely  to  the  politician.  Most  of  them 
pick  up  a  little  psychology,  just  enough 
to  understand  that  man  is  a  lazy  animal 
when  it  comes  to  thinking,  and  is  easily 
misled  by  platitudes  and  promises.  The 
great  public  has  to  be  educated  to  the 
importance  of  these  matters,  and  they 
in  turn  have  to  impress  it  upon  their 
representatives  and  administrative  of- 
ficers in  power.  All  of  this  must  or- 
iginate in  small  communities  and  gath- 
erings, that  is  the  local  election  dis- 
trict. 

"lYTHEN  the  German  states  were 
' '  amalgamated  into  the  German 
Empire,  Bismarck  pointed  out  that  the 
new  Empire  was  poor  in  raw  materials, 
but  possessed  a  richly  endowed  popula- 
tion, intelligent  and  highly  skilled.  He 
suggested  that  attention  be  paid  to 
those  industries  which  could  utilize 
relatively  cheap  raw  materials  and  con- 
vert them  into  the  higher  priced  and 
complicated  goods.  He  specifically  em- 
phasized the  chemical  industry  as  of- 
fering a  very  great  opportunity  in  this 
direction.  Germany  became  pre-emi- 
nent in  the  fine  chemical  field  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  century,  en- 
joying almost  a  complete  monopoly  of 
the  world's  trade.  All  this  was  lost  in 
World    War    I,    for    countries    found 


they  could  not  be  dependent  upon  for- 
eign sources  of  supply  that  were  likely 
to  be  cut  off  so  readily.  Without  sub- 
stitute for  this  lost  portion  of  her 
economy,  a  new  war  was  in  the  mak- 
ing. You  either  feed  people  or  you 
fight  them. 

As  a  natural  consequence  World 
War  II  has  occurred.  There  was  never 
any  mystery  about  it  being  under  way 
for  many  years  before  1939.  It  had  to 
occur,  for  this  lost  trade  in  chemicals 
could  not  be  restored.  Every  first-rate 
nation  in  the  world  established  its  own 
internal  source  of  supply  for  these 
necessary  materials,  and  they  were  go- 
ing to  protect  these  domestic  sources  to 
the  limit  of  their  ability. 

I  believe  that  Germany  was  almost, 
but  not  quite,  certain  that  World  War 
II  would  result  in  a  quick  victory. 
When  this  early  victory  did  not  ma- 
terialize they  turned  back  to  their  text 
of  a  decade  previously  and  put  into 
effect  a  plan  which  seems  to  have  been 
engineered  as  an  alternate  to  the  com- 
plete military  victory.  This  scheme  in- 
volves wiping  out  of  whole  popula- 
tions which  might  build  a  competitive 
Europe  in  the  face  of  a  defeated  Ger- 
many ;  destruction  of  plants  and  prop- 
erties, as  well  as  the  intelligentsia  and 
a  large  part  of  the  serviceable  popula- 
tion. In  the  midst  of  such  wreckage 
even  a  war-weakened  Germany  would 
be  supreme,  and  could  build  anew  the 
military  machine,  and  then  bring  about 
World  War  III  with  still  greater  as- 
surances of  victory. 

IVrOW  what  is  going  to  be  the  an- 
-'•  ^  swer .'  To  me  it  poses  the  single 
largest  problem  to  the  framers  of  the 
peace.  It  must  be  solved  in  such  way 
that  Germany  is  not  permitted  to  re- 
tain an  economic  advantage  in  any 
sense  or  form,  otherwise  it  will  mean 
a  third  European  war  within  a  short 
generation.  Destruction  of  property  has 
been  serious  in  Germany,  but  not  in 
any  sense  complete.  She  also  has  re- 
moved much  equipment  from  neigh- 
boring countries  and  she  can  just  as 
readily  secrete  this  as  she  did  vast 
amounts  of  armament  after  the  last 
war  and  in  spite  of  the  treaties  and  the 
extremely  amateurish  controls  exercised 
by  the  Allied  Governments. 

All  this  may  seem  a  problem  for 
great  statesmen,  and  yet  we  seem  will- 
ing to  leave  it  to  the  petty  politician 
who  contributes  nothing  more  than 
the  desire  to  perpetuate  himself  in 
office  for  another  term. 

Away  back,  nearly  a  century  and  a 
TO 


half  ago  there  was  a  very  considerable 
revival  of  thinking  along  socialistic 
lines.  What  the  individual  really  de- 
sires is  the  right  to  improve  his  skill 
and  to  benefit  from  his  productivity 
and  industry  in  the  acquisition  and 
possession  of  an  estate. 

The  settlement  of  America  was  an 
outcome  of  this  inborn  desire  for  free- 
dom, for  those  courageous  individuals 
who  first  came  over  here  were  seeking 
relief  from  the  tyrannies  that  sur- 
rounded them  in  the  mother  countries. 
It  was  but  natural  that  this  become  the 
foundation  stone  of  the  new  govern- 
ment in  the  New  World.  We  Ameri- 
cans have  had  our  lesser  cycles,  and 
have  had  to  fight  repeatedly  against  the 
encroachment  on  the  freedom  of  the 
individual. 

In  the  Old  World,  over  the  past  150 
years,  there  has  been  growing  a  move- 
ment that  was  opposed  to  this  idea  of 
freedom  of  individual  effort.  This  so- 
cialistic movement  is  founded  upon  a 
completely  false  doctrine.  It  promised 
all  things  to  all  men,  and  no  one  takes 
the  time  to  analyze  whether  or  not 
these  promises  could  possibly  be  kept. 
It  is  a  very  potent'  force  in  America 
today. 

'T^HEREFORE,  in  any  postwar  plan- 
-'■  ning  of  national  character  we 
should  include  in  those  plans  combat- 
ive measures  against  this  false  political 
doctrine.  The  first  planning  effort  all 
of  us  should  adapt  in  our  program  is 
to  force  a  return  to  the  principles  of 
the  Founding  Fathers  of  this  country, 
and  fight  for  their  re-establishment. 

If  we  can  win  this  domestic  political 
victory  over  this  imported  socialism, 
then  industry  will  be  able  to  solve  the 
great  problem  of  postwar  employment. 
There  is  a  close  relationship  between 
the  kind  of  government  and  the  de- 
velopment of  industry.  The  war  has 
proven  the  American  system  over  all 
others. 

This  subject  of  postwar  employment 
is  foremost  in  the  minds  of  a  great 
many  people.  There  are  many  organ- 
izations devoting  their  whole  attention 
to  it.  Unfortunately  relatively  few  un- 
derstand the  fundamentals  underlying 
employment.  Actually  you  do  not  di- 
rectly create  real  jobs.  A  direct  ap- 
proach leads  only  to  leaf-raking  with 
all  its  attendant  evils. 

What  we  want,  of  course,  is  a  high 
level  of  employment  but  we  can  at- 
tain this  only  in  a  sound  manner  and 
to  a  permanent  degree,  if  we  can  pro- 


duce desirable  goods  and  distribute 
the  same  cheaply  enough  so  that  peo- 
ple will  want  to  buy.  Then  we  have  not 
only  the  jobs  of  manufacture  but  also 
the  jobs  of  distribution,  that  is  trans- 
portation, merchandising,  financing 
and  the  corollaries  of  supplying  the 
raw  materials  and  of  feeding  the 
mass  of  workers. 

The  government  has  spent  some  50 
billion  dollars  on  new  plants.  We  know 
that  large  sums  are  represented  in  can- 
tonments, airfields,  warehouses,  mag- 
azines, and  the  like.  These  have  almost 
no  utilitarian  value.  They  should  be 
scrapped  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment and  the  land  restored  to  agri- 
culture. . 

The  government  has  built  many  ship- 
yards with  all  the  facilities  that  go  with 
such  construction,  and  far  in  excess  of 
any  possible  needs  for  generations  to 
come.  Possibly  some  of  these  may  be 
suitable  for  conversion,  but  the  rest 
should  be  scrapped. 

%V7"E  MUST  remember  that  Ameri- 
' '  can  industry  has  always  kept 
abreast  of  all  ordinary  peacetime  de- 
mands. In  this  normal  development  of 
industry,  no  industrialist  ever  consid- 
ered locating  in  some  of  these  areas 
where  these  war  plants  have  been  built. 

The  government  has  built  many 
plants  wholly  for  the  production  of 
munitions,  explosives,  loading  plants, 
and  the  like.  TTiese  should  have  been 
of  temporary  construction  but  unfor- 
tunately many  of  them  were  erected  of 
very  permanent  materials  and  not  at 
all  warranted  by  the  conditions.  These 
plants  should  also  be  scrapped  but  a 
few  of  them  might  be  reserved  as  ar- 
senals. 

There  is  still  another  type  of  plant, 
some  of  it  financed  by  the  government, 
some  of  it  by  private  capital.  These  are 
units  that  have  been  incorporated  with- 
in the  areas  of  existing  manufacturing 
plants.  Some  of  the  contracts  provide 
for  the  reversion  of  the  equipment  to 
the  government,  in  which  case  it  shall 
be  removed.  Others  provide  for  a  pre- 
ferred option  whereby  the  privately 
owned  unit  can  take  them  over  at  cost, 
less  wear  and  tear.  This  class  offers  no 
particular  problem  since  the  disposi- 
tion will  rest  largely  in  private  hands. 
We  can  be  assured  that  disposition  of 
these  units  will  not  be  to  the  disadvan- 
tage of  private  industry. 

There  is  also  another  problem  in 
the  vast  stocks  of  munitions,  semi- 
finished products  and  raw  materials.

DR.  ROBERT  D.  BILLINGER,  '21 

*'as  a  Student  and  an  academic  colleague^' 
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ON  MARCH  23  Professor  Ben- 
jamin LeRoy  Miller  passed  away 
suddenly  while  at  his  office  in 
the  Geology  Department  in  Williams 
Hall.  "Benjy,"  as  most  Lehigh  men 
called  him,  was  an  endeared  friend — 
a  veritable  Mr.  Chips — to  hundreds  of 
the  Lehigh  family  during  his  career 
here,  which  began  in  1907. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  have 
been  both  a  student  and  later  an  aca- 
demic colleague  of  Dr.  Miller,  In  both 
connections  my  contacts  were  more  of 
the  friendly  extracurricular  type,  than 
as  a  major  in  his  scientific  field. 

Seldom  does  a  man  combine  both  his 
life  work  and  his  hobbies  to  such  a 
marked  degree.  He  was  an  economic 
geologist   of   the   first  rank;   a  world 


traveller  who  could  share  his  findings 
and  pleasures  in  fascinating  conversa- 
tion or  from  the  lecture  platform;  and 
a  productive  writer  in  both  scientific 
and  semipopular  fields.  When  such 
outstanding  talents  are  coupled  with  a 
warm  personality  which  never  lost  the 
human  touch,  you  have  a  summary  of 
one  of  Lehigh's  greatest  characters. 

Others  will  develop  the  complete 
story  of  Dr.  Miller's  geological  inter- 
ests. However,  most  of  us  are  aware  of 
his  most  important  works.  He  was  an 
authority  on  the  geology  of  South 
America,  particularly  the  countries  of 
Chile,  Bolivia,  Peru  and  Brazil.  This 
work  resulted  in  numerous  articles  and 
an  authoritative  text  "The  Mineral  De- 
posits  of  South  America"    (McGraw 


Hill,  1919).  In  addition  he  had  made 
geological  surveys  and  special  studies 
in  Kansas,  Iowa,  Maryland,  Virginia, 
New  Jersey,  North  Carolina  and  par- 
ticularly in  eastern  Pennsylvania. 
Among  his  notable  consulting  projects 
was  a  report  on  the  slides  of  the  Pana- 
ma Canal.  He  was  a  regular  contributor 
to  Mineral  Industry,  writing  annual  re- 
ports on  graphite  production.  Many  of 
his  reports  for  the  Pennsylvania  Geo- 
logical Survey  were  impressive  books 
featuring  history,  and  industrial  pro- 
duction as  well  as  regional  geology. 
Especially  able  are  his  works  on  ce- 
ment, limestone  and  lead  and  zinc  ores 
of  the  Keystone  State. 

As  a  student  I  recall  Benjy's  keen

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The  current  alumni  fund  campaign 

nears  its  end  as  Class  Agents 

renew  efforts  for  quota 


BACK  at  the  turn  of  the  century 
when  the  stock  market  caved  and 
took  Lehigh  University's  invest- 
ment income  along  with  it,  an  alumnus 
Henry  S.  Drinker,  '71,  later  to  become 
President,  saved  the  day.  His  successful 
appeal  to  the  Pennsylvania  State  Legis- 
lature for  funds  to  bolster  Lehigh's 
tottering  financial  structure  has  become 
history. 

Perhaps  equally  important  to  Henry 
Drinker's  immediate  success  was  his 
trail-blazing  in  the  field  of  alumni  re- 
sponsibility. From  that  day,  Lehigh 
men  have  willingly  placed  their  time 
and  money  at  the  University's  disposal 
when  critical  periods  occurred  in  her 
development. 

It  is  generally  conceded  that  the 
years  of  World  War  II  have  brought 
the  gravest  days  for  Lehigh  since 
Henry  Drinker  first  stepped  into  the 
picture.  With  faculty  rolls  slashed 
as  far  as  practicable  (see  green  page) 
with  student  enrollment  dropping 
daily,   the   new   fiscal   year   beginning 
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July     1     must    be    subject    to    deficit 
financing. 

Meanwhile,  in  the  four  decades  be- 
tween Lehigh's  two  great  crises,  the 
little  alumni  body  has  grown  to  an  ap- 
proximate 10,000.  Over  half  of  the 
physical  plant  and  the  greater  portion 
of  her  $7,000,000  endowment  repre- 
sent the  graduate  extension  of  Drinker's 
shadow  through  the  guiding  spirit  of 
the  late  Walter  Okeson. 

More  recently.  Drinker's  mantle 
has  fallen  upon  the  Council  of  Lehigh 
Class  Agents  and  the  officers  of  the 
classes  whose  Memorial  Gift  Insur- 
ance will  begin  to  yield  some  $20,000 
per  year  after  1958.  In  the  last  10 
years,  the  number  of  Lehigh  men  con- 
tributing "gifts  to  Lehigh"  has  in- 
creased five-fold. 

With  their  current  campaign  head- 
ing into  its  closing  period,  Class  Agents 
are  still  hampered  in  their  appeal  by 
t:he  lack  of  definite  figures  on  Lehigh's 
need.  Indeed,  months  may  pass  before 
the    exact    extent    of    the    anticipated 


deficit  for  the  new  fiscal  year  is  known. 
Already,  however,  some  classes  are 
responding  in  proportions  which  show 
increased  appreciation  of  the  current 
picture. 


'yWO  Class  Agents  have  already 
-*-  exceeded  their  self-determined 
quotas  for  this  campaign,  these  being 
the  veteran  and  capable  Walton  For- 
stall  of  1891  whose  class  has  con- 
tributed $1,309  and  a  newcomer,  W.  E. 
Martin  of  1927,  with  $372. 

Leading  the  field  in  amounts  con- 
tributed are  J.  B.  Carlock,  1907  with 
$1,985  and  Myrl  Jacobs,  1910,  with 
$1,799,  while  the  class  of  1889,  under 
Agent  Cornelius,  has  the  top-ranking 
percentage  of  85.  Among  "insurance" 
classes  ('39-'43)  the  1941  group, 
headed  by  Agent  Ojserkis,  leads  with 
.^.8';. 

Twenty-four  classes  have  already 
topped  their  total  contributions  for  the 
past  year  although  only  in  the  cases 
of  1927  and  1891  have  they  met  their 
1944  quotas.  These  classes  are  1942, 
1940,  1936,  1931,  1927,  1922,  1921, 
1919,  1918,  1917,  1914,  1913,  1911, 
1905,  1903,  1902,  1899,  1897,  1896, 
1891  and  1890. 

One  difficult  question  posed  by  a 
conscientious  class  agent  has  probably 
come  to  the  minds  of  other  Lehigh 
men — "Just  how  is  Lehigh  spending 
our  contributions.'" 

Even  a  complete  answer  would  be  so 
lengthy  that  the  picture  would  become 


confusing.  Since  the  last  Furrds  cam- 
paign, which  resulted  in  the  renovation 
of  the  Armory  as  a  dining  hall,  the 
Alumni  Association  has  voted  to  turn 
over  all  Fund  contributions  to  the  Uni- 
versity for  general  operation.  It  has 
been  logical  to  do  this,  both  because 
restrictions  prevent  further  building 
and  because  the  University  urgently 
needed  liquid  funds. 

To  trace  the  spending  of  alumni 
donations  by  the  University,  however, 
would  mean  tracing  a  thousand  trans- 
actions in  maintenance,  personnel  and 
day-to-day  operations.  The  best  gen- 
eralization is  one  previously  made,  that 
alumni  contributions  just  equal  the 
University's  net  surplus  in  operations 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1943. 
While  it  is  only  equitable  to  mention 
that  the  University  might  not  have 
allowed  its  surplus  to  reach  this  low 
figure  had  it  not  been  for  alumni  sup- 
port, the  point  remains  that  such  lati- 
tude will  not  be  available  under  deficit 
financing. 


The  Current  Standing  of  Class  Campaigns 

Here  are  the  records  as  of  May  1,  1944  in  the  Council  of  Class  Agents' 
1943-44  Alumni  Fund  Campaign.  Figures  indicate  the  percentage  of  men 
in  each  class  who  made  a  direct  gift  to  Lehigh. 


TT  IS  EASIER  to  brief  the  allocation 
-*•  of  the  increased  support  from 
Lehigh  men  to  the  Alumni  Association 
itself,  for  the  publication  of  "Lehigh 
Passes  in  Review,"  the  bi-weekly  news- 
letter to  alumni  in  the  service,  will  cost 
close  to  $2,000  this  year — an  amount 
five  times  the  current  increase  in  dues 
payments. 

Meanwhile  the  Student  Grants  fund, 
at  $4,000  has  more  contributors  than 
in  the  past  year  but  lags  $3,000  behind 
the  '42-'43  figure  due  to  unusual 
individual  gifts  in  that  year.  Very 
much  a  part  of  the  current  Lehigh 
picture,  in  spite  of  a  moratorium  on 
actual  awards  for  the  present,  the 
Grants  fund  has  $11,000  invested  in 
war  bonds  awaiting  the  war's  end. 

On  May  1  with  only  some  two 
months  of  the  campaign  available  for 
solicitation,  the  cold  fact  remains  that 
only  $27,400  has  been  contributed — a 
total  approximately  $7,000  behind 
last  year's  figure  and  $13,000  behind 
the  $40,000  goal  which  Class  Agents 
have  set  for  themselves.  Not  to  be 
deprecated  however  is  the  fact  that  at 
this  time  the  sharp  upward  curve  of 
the  contribution  line  has  not  been 
broken,  setting  all-time  highs  for  an- 
nual giving  and  marking  a  total  of 
$45,000  in  all  brackets  of  alum.ni 
contributions  including  dues.  Bulletin 
subscriptions,  student  grants,  and  the 
fund  itself.

I  have  seen  estimates  that  these  may 
amount  to  as  much  as  60  bilHon  dol- 
lars at  the  end  of  the  war.  The  disposi- 
tion of  these  government  stores  will 
exert  great  influence  upon  the  ability 
of  private  industry  to  return  to  peace- 
time production,  for  if  they  are  dumped 
on  the  market,  employment  will  re- 
ceive a  serious  reversal. 

We  must  know  what  is  planned  for 
the  disposition  of  these  government 
owned  stocks.  They  can  wreck  our  free 
enterprise  economy  if  not  judiciously 
handled;  may  even  be  used  for  this 
very  purpose. 

Immediately  ahead  of  us  is  the  fill- 
ing of  the  void  in  consumers  goods, 
occasioned  by  restricted  production  of 
such  materials.  It  is  a  very  difficult 
problem  to  shut-down  a  war  machine 
while  the  war  is  still  in  progress.  It 
is  not  an  insurmountable  problem  and 
a  great  deal  of  effective  work  can  be 
done  on  it  now  so  as  to  lighten  the 
impact  to  the  greatest  possible  extent, 
always  keeping  within  safe  military 
bounds. 

ONE  of  the  great  difficulties  in  the 
way  is  the  problem  of  politics. 
Local  blocs  and  political  pressure  will 
be  brought  to  bear  upon  every  sug- 
gestion of  curtailment.  Only  the  most 
courageous  statesmanship  can  solve  this 
dilemma  properly. 

Postwar  planning  problems  of  do- 
mestic character,  must  recognize  that 
there  is  a  void  of  consumers  goods, 
that  there  has  been  inadequate  main- 
tenance, and  that  there  is  conversion 
ahead  in  your  plants.  The  people  have 
a  g'reat  deal  of  spending  money,  some 
60  or  70  billion  dollars  and  more  in 
the  making. 

Now  this  combination  is  not  new, 
in  any  sense.  Industry  has  always  faced 
a  similar  situation  on  a  smaller  scale. 
In  this  particular  case  we  have  the 
whole  thing  dumped  in  our  laps  at 
once  and  demanding  quick  solution. 
We  have  always  had  to  plan  for  manu- 
facture, for  sales  and  for  new  products 
and  new  models  and  realignment  of 
manufacturing  operations.  There  really 
is  nothing  new  except  as  to  magnitude. 

If  we  can  draw  from  past  history  we 
know  that  wars  are  always  paid  by  in- 
flation. The  price  of  gold  has  gone  up. 
We  can,  therefore,  feel  rather  certain 
that  wages  will  be  higher  after  the  war 
than  before.  Raw  materials  will  be 
higher  and  prices  of  finished  goods  will 
consequently   be   higher,    with    a   ten- 
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dency  to  drop  as  improved  manufac- 
turing methods  come  into  play.  We 
will  direct  our  technology  against  the 
lines  of  highest  cost  and  so  bring  them 


"[V]  INETY-SIX  year  old  George 
-'-^  Naugh  McMullen,  "70,  Le- 
high's oldest  alumnus,  and  the 
third  student  to  register  when  the 
University  first  opened  on  Sep- 
tember 1,  1866,  passed  away 
April  17,  at  his  home  in  West 
Pittston,  Pa.  Always  an  interested 
alumnus  Mr.  McMullen  was 
proud  of  the  fact  that  he  was  a 
member  of  the  first  class  of  39 
young  men  to  enroll  at  Lehigh, 
and  whenever  the  opportunit)- 
arose,  he  delighted  in  telling  how 
he  stood  in  line  behind  a  son  and 
nephew  of  founder  Asa  Packer 
on  that  long  ago  day  when  stu- 
dents were  first  admitted. 

Possessed  of  a  keen  mind  and 
a  sense  of  humor  which  made 
him  a  favorite  among  his  friends 
and  young  people,  alumnus  Mc- 
Mullen had  a  long  and  varied  ca- 
reer as  a  chair  car  conductor  on 
Lehigh  Valley  express  trains,  as 
a  yardmaster,  and  also  as  an  em- 
ployee of  the  Exeter  colliery,  and 
the  La  Barre  Printing  company. 
At  the  age  of  72  he  returned  to 
the  campus  in  June  1920  for  his 
fiftieth  reunion,  but  failing  health 
prohibited  his  return  for  his  sev- 
entieth in  1940. 

To  the  end  he  retained  a  lively 
interest  in  affairs  about  him,  and 
only  a  few  years  ago  he  was  guest 
of  honor  at  a  testimonial  dinner 
given  by  the  Lehigh  Club  of 
Northeast  Pennsylvania.  It  was 
here  that  full  honor  was  paid  to 
one  of  Lehigh's  first  sons,  and  it 
was  here  that  George  Naugh  Mc- 
Mullen told  Lehigh  men  for  the 
last  time  of  his  experiences  as  an 
undergraduate  during  the  early 
years  on  South  Mountain. 


down.  But  this  is  only  a  temporary 
period.  The  real  problem  is  to  adjust 
ourselves  to  these  new  economic  equil- 
ibria over  the  longer  future. 


There  is  a  very  close  coordination 
between  activity  in  the  chemical  in- 
dustry and  general  business  activity  as 
represented  for  example  in  the  Federal 
Reserve  index.  The  chemical  industry 
parallels  the  index  to  a  remarkable  de- 
gree of  precision.  My  conclusion  is  that 
the  manufacturing  chemical  industry 
as  a  whole,  will  average  around  30  per 
cent  above  the  1939  production  for  the 
next  several  years  after  peace  has  per- 
mitted conversion. 


AS  TO  PRICE,  there  seems  to  be 
-^*-  wide  difference  of  opinion.  A  sur- 
vey of  several  hundred  articles  of  every 
day  consumption,  leads  to  a  conclusion 
that  retail  prices  will  average  at  least 
30  per  cent  above  1939,  and  there  are 
many  cases  where  this  will  be  100  per 
cent  increase. 

Facing  a  tax  bill.  Federal,  State  and 
local,  along  precedented  magnitude  and 
probably  amounting  to  some  40  billion 
dollars  a  year,  our  National  income 
must  be  written  up  considerably  above 
its  present  level.  We  must  be  prepared 
to  create  a  higher  price  level  so  as  to 
take  care  of  this  tax  burden  without 
crippling  our  economy.  We  will  have 
international  competition  from  coun- 
tries in  which  the  war  has  destroyed 
completely  the  past  high  standards  of 
living. 

It  is  rather  difficult  to  sum  up  a 
subject  of  this  magnitude.  But  I  do 
want  to  bring  one  message  to  chemists 
and  engineers.  You  have  received  the 
best  education  in  your  field  of  technol- 
ogy that  the  world  can  offer.  You  have 
been  grounded  in  science.  You  know 
the  analytical  process  of  observing  the 
facts,  weighing  the  data,  and  reconcil- 
ing the  observations.  This  rigorous  dis- 
cipline of  mind  must  not  and  cannot  re- 
pose within  the  four  walls  of  a  labora- 
tory or  be  enmeshed  only  in  the  produc- 
tion line.  It  is  up  to  you  to  analyze  and 
understand  these  great  political  and 
social  movements,  and  to  use  your  God- 
given  faculties  to  spread  the  gospel  of 
sound  economics  and  sound  govern- 
ment. It  is  your  job  to  associate  yourself 
with  political  parties  and  political  move- 
ments, to  visit  and  confer  with  your 
local  political  organizations.  You  must 
use  your  faculties  to  get  this  govern- 
ment of  ours  back  on  a  sane  basis,  you 
owe  this  to  the  great  sacrifices  of  the 
Founding  Fathers  who  first  showed  the 
way.

Following  an  excellent  roast  beef 
dinner  prepared  by  the  Carteret  chef, 
President  Pennington  read  a  recent 
Brown  &  White  article  indicating  that 
Lehigh  was  still  solvent,  and  that  Uni- 
versity facilities  are  still  in  good  work- 
ing order.  With  this  as  a  keynote  Dean 
Congdon  summarized  campus  progress 
and  problems  since  Pearl  Harbor,  dis- 
cussed the  sharp  decline  in  enrollment, 
and  then  told  of  steps  being  taken  to 
preserve  the  future  of  a  great  Univer- 
sity.

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that  he  was  deluged  with  questions  by 
alumni  whose  interest  had  been  aroused 
by  his  remarks.

interest  in  religious  conferences,  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  and  Tau  Beta  Pi.  In  the  latter 
connection  he  was  the  connecting  link 
with  Dr.  Edward  Higginson  Williams, 
founder  of  Tau  Beta  Pi  (at  Lehigh  in 
1885).  Dr.  Williams— donor  of  "Bill 
Hall" — had  been  Professor  of  Mining 
Engineering  and  Geology  (1881-1902) 
and  returned  annually,  after  his  retire- 
ment, to  lecture  on  glacial  geology. 

TN  HIS  role  as  counselor  to  student 
-*•  organizations  Dr.  Miller  exerted  a 
strong  influence — both  by  word  and 
example.  A  Tau  Beta  Pi  smoker  or 
dinner  was  scarcely  complete  without 
the  cheerful  presence  and  brief  address 
by  Benjy,  who  himself  epitomized  the 
versatile  engineer.  His  plea  was  for 
character  and  breadth  of  interest 
coupled  with  a  high  degree  of  intellec- 
tual attainment.  At  his  instigation  the 
memorial  plaque  to  Dr.  E.  H.  Williams 
was  placed  on  a  large  rock  upon  the 
terrace  in  front  of  Williams  Hall.  His 
student  friends  were  always  apprecia- 
tive of  his  friendship  and  advice,  as 
evidenced  by  numerous  oral  and  writ- 
ten manifestations.  A  handsome  desk 
pen  and  holder  was  presented  to  him 
several  years  ago  by  his  brothers  in 
Tau  Beta  Pi. 

Like  all  good  geologists  Dr.  Miller, 
in  his  prime,  could  outwalk  most  of 
his  students.  I  accompanied  him  occa- 
sionally— either  on  student  trips  or  on 
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some  special  consulting  job.  Well  do  I 
recall  the  heavy  pask  of  lead  and  zinc 
ore  which  we  collected  in  the  Phoenix- 
ville  region  back  in  1919.  It  was  my 
privilege  to  relive  early  experiences  by 
traveling  with  him  again  for  three  days 
this  past  summer  when  he  was  revisit- 
ing many  of  the  limestone  and  dolomite 
deposits  of  Chester  County.  The  cover 
picture  on  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin 
was  made  from  a  kodachrome  which  I 
snapped  on  this  trip.  Typical  of  out- 
door men  he  had  a  wide  knowledge  of 
woodlore  and  wild  life.  His  love  of 
both  man  and  nature  gave  him  a  rich 
philosophy — even  a  poetic  touch.  A 
trip  with  him  was  a  real  experience 
which    gave    one    an    exalted    feeling. 

Among  other  academic  duties,  be- 
sides his  regular  work  in  teaching  and 
directing  courses  in  geology.  Profes- 
sor Miller  was  in  charge  of  the  meteor- 
ological observations  conducted  at  Le- 
high University.  He  taught  meteorology 
and  directed  the  recording  of  daily  re- 
ports which  were  made  by  assistants. 

Dr.  Miller  served  with  distinction 
on  various  faculty  committees  and  was 
extremely  cooperative  and  helpful  in 
arranging  the  services  of  his  Depart- 
ment to  fit  into  the  general  University 
program.  A  tribute  to  his  opinion  was 
the  fact  that  he  and  the  late  Professor 
Preston  A.  Lambert,  '83,  were  selected 
to  interview  Dr.  Charles  Russ  Richards 
as  a  possible  candidate  to  succeed  Dr. 
H.  S.  Drinker  as  President  of  the  Uni- 


versity. The  wise  choice  was  confirmed 
by  Dr.  Richards'  subsequent  record  as 
President  from  1922  to  1935. 


T^R.  MILLER'S  wider  travels  in  the 
^-^  past  ten  years  through  Europe, 
Asia  and  Central  America  made  him 
an  observer  and  writer  on  world  poli- 
tics. His  lectures  on  these  experiences 
were  welcomed  by  civic  and  university 
audiences. 

Although  due  for  retirement  he  took 
on  a  strenuous  summer  program  of 
work  on  the  Princeton  Campus,  as  well 
as  doing  private  consulting  work  dur- 
ing this  past  summer.  He  was  able  to 
combine  a  month  of  travel  and  work 
in  Florida  this  winter,  from  which  he 
returned,  several  weeks  before  his 
death,  looking  hale  and  happy.  His 
death  came  as  a  shock  to  everyone — 
for  he  was  seventy  years  young,  and  he 
literally  "died  with  his  boots  on." 

He  is  survived  by  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
Otto  H.  Spillman  and  a  son.  Dr. 
Ralph  LeRoy  Miller.  The  latter,  also  a 
geologist,  will  continue  in  his  father's 
tradition.  All  Lehigh  men  and  a  host 
of  other  friends  join  in  sincere  tribute 
to  one  of  the  grand  old  guard.  His  suc- 
cessor is  one  of  his  former  able  stu- 
dents. Dr.  Bradford  Willard,  '21,  who 
after  completing  his  doctorate  work 
at  Harvard  was  on  the  staff  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Geological  Survey 
until  he  returned  to  Lehigh   in   1939.

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Taylor  and  White's  great  discovery  which  made 
possible  high  speed  cutting  was  the  greatest  single 
development  to  help  make  mass  production  pos- 
sible. The  steel  developed,  commonly  known  as 
18-4-1,  served  industry  faithfully  for  over  thirty 
years  without  a  serious  competitor. 

In  the  early  1930's  the  first  molybdenum  high 
speed  steels  were  used  on  a  substantial  commer- 
cial basis  and,  before  the  Second  World  War, 
about  25%  of  all  tungsten  high  speed  steels  had 
already  been  replaced  by  molybdenum  high  speed 
steels  on  merit.

In  this 
column  is  shown  a  picture  of  the  other 
Cornelii,    Justice    C    "Jut"    Cornelius, 

whose  brother  "Billy's"  picture  was 
given  in  the  '8  9  class  letter  of  the 
December- January  Bulletin.  Justice  Cor- 
nelius was  active  in  football,  playing  as 
captain  and  quarterback  on  a  prepara- 
tory school  team;  at  the  University  he 
was  quarterback  on  his  class  team  and 
substitute  quarterback  in  1885  on  the 
University  team. 

"Jut"  had  a  well  trained  tenor  voice, 
singing  in  the  Chapel  choir  and  in  the 
Glee  Club  at  Lehigh.  It  was  indeed  a 
treat   to   hear    him    sing   a   solo    at    our 


50th  reunion.  He  graduated  as  a  C.  E., 
was  with  the  Wharton  people  for  many 
years,  first  in  Philadelphia  and  later  in 
their  Car  and  Construction  plant  in 
Easton,  Pa.  Though  living  in  Lafayette 
territory,  he  must  have  had  a  quiet  satis- 
faction in  having  his  residence  at  821 
LEHIGH  Street,  where  he  still  resides, 
though  lately  retired.  Hisi  married  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  E.  N.  Harris,  and  her  family 
live  out  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

In  a  truly  cooperative  spirit,  Justice 
Cornelius  kindly  sent  in  some  newspaper 
clippings  which  enable  your  correspon- 
dent to  give  the  following  news  items 
about  our  outstanding  classmate,  Judge 
Charles  L,.  Brown,  of  Philadelphia.  Tlie 
Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  on 
P'ebruary  22,  '44,  '  awarded  its  Gold 
Medal  of  Good  Citizenship  to  Judge 
Brown,  President  of  the  Municipal  Court 
of  Philadelphia,  for  his  leadership  in 
social  and  juvenile  betterment,  a  distinc- 
tion which  was,  at  different  times,  award- 
ed to  other  prominent  Pennsylvania 
citizens.

I  am  a  chair- 
man or  director  or  trustee  on  about 
eight  different  agencies — all  more  or  less 
connected  with  the  welfare  of  our  com- 
munity. So,  while  I  am  retired,  I  still 
have  lots  to  do.

A  number  of  non-war  books  have  ap- 
peared recently,  whose  reading  tends 
greatly  to  restore  one's  mental  equili- 
brium in  this  trying  period.  Of  this 
class,  the  following  have  recently  passed 
across  your  correspondent's  table.  "A 
Surgeon's  World"  by  Thorek,  is  an  inter- 
esting biography  of  a  great  surgeon,  in 
which  he  discusses  many  subjects,  some 
of  which  are  not  adapted  to  everyday 
dinner  conversation.  "G.  B.  S.  A  Por- 
traiture of  George  Bernard  Shaw"  by 
Pearson,  "The  Duke,  The  Life  of  Well- 
ington," by  Aldington,  and  "Victor 
Hugo"  by  Josephson,  are  all  good  biog- 
raphies. "Lee's  Lieutenants"  (Second 
Volume) ,  by  Freeman,  is  in  line  with 
great  traditions  of  Freeman's  life  of  Lee. 
"Persons  and  Places,"  by  Santayana.  .is 
an  autobiography  in  which  this  well 
known  philosopher  of  our  own  genera- 
tion outlines  his  interesting  philosophy 
of  life  and  of  the  general  cosmos. 

We  trust  that  books  of  this  type  will 


not  be  crowded  out  by  the  exigencies 
of  the  war. 

In  getting  around  we  have  found  a 
general  complaint  about  the  scarcity 
of  bourbon.  As  you  all  know,  bourbon 
is  the  basis  of  an  "Old  Fashioned,"  which 
was  always  a  favorite  of  the  class  of 
'95,  and  which  in  general  is  used  to 
relieve  the  locked-up  stresses  engendered 
by  a  complex  civilization,  especially  in 
adapting  itself  to  a  war-torn  world.

Today  is  Sunday,  23  April  1944. 
Whether  I  "owe"  a  contribution  to  the 
Bulletin  I  really  don't  know.  I  did  have 
a  sort  of  schedule,  giving  sending  date 
and  mailing  date,  but  these  have  been 
sadly  disarranged?  However,  today  is 
wet  and  otherwise  unfitted  for  the 
garden  work  I  had  planned  to  do,  and  a 
recent  circular  letter  from  liob  Liiramy 
has  suggested  that  I  might  as  well  try 
to  write  some  sort  of  a  column. 

The  circular  letter  I  presume  has 
reached  all  of  you  and  I  wonder  if  it 
surprised  and  disappointed  you  as  much 
as  it  did  me.  Not  that  the  letter,  as  a 
letter,  wasn't  a  good  letter;  it  was  a 
very  good  one.  It  was  the  information 
conveyed  that  was  surprising  and  dis- 
a,ppointing.  To  quote:  "Yours  is  one 
of  the  69  names  on  our  Alumni  Roll. 
This  year  29  are  Life  Members  or  have 
paid  their  dues.  Four  gave  towards  the 
Student  Grants,  Eleven  have  contrib- 
uted to  the  Alumni  Fund — a  total  of 
$622.  Seventeen  receive  the  Alumni 
Bulletin.  Of  the  69  more  than  half  have 
had  no  relation  to  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion this  year." 

Let's  analyze  those  figures  a  little; 
the  29  who  are  paid  up  in  dues  make 
up  42%  of  the  69;  the  17  who  subscribe 
to  the  Bulletin  are  24.6%;  the  11  con- 
tributors to  the  Alumni  Fund  are  16%; 
the  four  who  gave  to  the  Student  Grants 
fund  are  5.8%.  I  confess  that  I  don't 
feel  much  chagrin  over  the  poor  show- 
ing for  Student  Grants,  for  I  will  never 
get  over  the  feeling  that  Lehigh  does 
not  exist  for  the  purpose  of  turning  out 
men  "strong  from  the  neck  down."  But  I 
do  feel  rather  ashamed  of  the  record  on 
Alumni  Dues,  subscribers  to  the  Bulletin 
and  Gifts  to  the  Alumni  Fund.  We  who 
struggle  to  turn  in  a  monthly  class  col- 
umn naturally  do  not  expect  much  of 
an  audience,  but  it  ceriainly  is  discour- 
aging to  feel  that  the  most  we  can  ex- 
pect, from  our  own  class,  is  seventeen 
readers.  It  tempts  me  "to  chuck  the 
whole  business" — but  I  guess  I  can  hang 


on  for  the  present.  However,  since  sorne 
75%  of  the  class  apparently  do  not 
see  the  Bulletin,  there  seems  to  be 
little  use  in  making  any  appeal  to  them 
through  this  column.  But  I  can  and  do 
say  to  this  majority  of  indifferent,  care- 
less and  disloyal  '96-ers,  "You  ought  to 
be  damn  well  ashamed  of  yourselves!"  I 
was  tempted  in  the  above  string  of  un- 
pleasant adjectives  to  add  "stingy,"  but 
I  do  not  think  there  is  any  stinginess . 
about  it.  Nether  do  I  feel  that  the  delin- 
quents are,  most  of  them,  in  straitened 
financial  circumstances.  Thus  this  total 
lack  of  sending  in  the  really  trifling 
amounts  needed,  per  man,  to  put  '96  on  a 
showing  at  least  as  good  as  '95  or  '97 
cannot  be  charged  to  either  poverty  or 
stinginess;  it  is,  I  am  convinced,  just 
plain  indifference,  carelessness,  disloy- 
alty— and,  on  second  thought,  laziness, 
and  in  many  cases,  procrastination.

Fifty  years  ago  we  were  struggling 
with  the  entrance  exams  for  Lehigh. 
Six  years  ago  Victor  Reooi'ds  wrote  up 
a  record  of  the  class  which  follows,  and 
to  which  he  appends  the  data  bringing 
it  up  to  date: 

"On  Wednesday  afternoon,  September 
12,  1894,  our  class  entered  Lehigh  with 
four  men  and  107  boys.  Forty-tour  of 
them  received  theii'  degrees  on  Univer- 
sity day,  1S9S.  Twenty-eight  of  those 
graduates,  two  more  who  completed  their 
courses  later,  and  forty-three  non-gradu- 
ates are  the  living"  charter  members  ot 
Ninety-eight.  The  class  membership  was 
increased  by  forty-four.  Of  the  latter  thir- 
teen received  their  degrees  June,  1898. 
Nine  of  those  graduates,  five  more  who 


completed  their  courses  later,  and  one 
non-graduate  are  the  living  recruits  of 
our  class.  Twenty-five  fellows  left  us 
to  be  members  of  other  classes.  The 
remaining  130  were  Ninety-Eight's  en- 
rollment. Sixty-eight  were  graduates  and 
sixty-two  non-graduates 

"Eighty-eight  of  our  men  are  reported 
living,  although  no  address  is  known  tor 
eleven  of  them;  forty-four  are  graduates 
and  forty-four  non-graduates.  Notice  that 
number  forty-four.  It  started  with  us  in 
the  fall  of  '94,  in  the  football  season, 
when  "Four,  Eleven,  Forty-Four"  was 
the  signal  for  our  Fitz,  the  Varsity  full- 
back, to  go  through  Lafayette's  center. 

"During  the  past  six  years  the  follow- 
ing changes  are  recorded:  Charter  mem- 
bers who  received  degrees  in  1898  and 
have  died — six.  Charter  members,  non- 
graduates,  who  have  died — seven.  Added 
members  who  have  died — three.  Charter 
members  who  went  to  other  classes  and 
have  died  —  two.  Charter  members  who 
received  their  degree  later,  but  did  not 
transfer  from  Ninety-Eight — one." 

In   closing   his   reclassification   of   the 
nineteen  who  have  died  in  the  past  six 
years    Victor    adds,    "Please    bow    your- 
head  for  one  minute  of  silent  prayer  for 
them."  Let's  do  it.

We  have 
added,  since  the  war,  electric  steel  fur- 
nace, shell  plants,  machine  tool  manufac- 
turers, airplane  manufacturer,  and  small 
parts  contractors  for  both  the  Army  and 
the  Navy,  although  the  Navy  seems  to 
predominate  in  this  area.  The  larger  com- 
panies like  Ford,  Firestone,  Goodyear, 
etc.,  have  placed  several  of  their  sub- 
assembly plants  in  this  area.  This,  to- 
gether with  the  fact  that  the  Southern 
boys  haven't  got  any  better  sense  than 
to  go  into  the  Army — having  two  com- 
missioned officers  in  the  Air  Corps,  I 
should  talk — helps  to  place  us  in  this 
critical  situation  so  far  as  manpower 
is  concerned. 

"The  above  is  an  excuse  for  the  old 
head,  who  should  be  at  home  by  the  fire- 
place with  slippers  and  smoking  jacket, 
to  get  back  into  the  fray  again,  and  we 
are  all  getting  a  big  kick  out  of  it." 

Andrew  Mack  also  wrote  to  me  March 
24.  Among  other  things  he  says  that 
Walter  Cunningham  died  some  time  in 
January.  He  has  had  dinner  several 
times  with  Frank  Sinn,  who  passes 
through  Pittsburgh  quite  frequently.  He 
also  says,  "It  is  generally  understood,  I 
believe,  that  there  will  be  no  class  re- 
unions in  1944,  which  means  that  we  will 
have  to  pass  up  our  40th  reunion.

If  you  are  not  enlisted  in  a  military  training  program  for  reservists,  there  are  several 
sound  reasons  for  choosing  college  now: 

If  you  begin  your  college  work  now  you  are  much  more  likely  to  complete  work  for  a 
degree  after  the  war  than  the  boy  who  postpones  his  matriculation  for  the  duration.  You'll  like 
college,  you'll  become  interested  in  it,  and  you  will  want  to  return  to  it. 

If  you  are  inducted  you  can  expect  preferential  assignment  by  classification  boards  because 
the  military  does  take  cognizance  of  your  status  as  a  student  in  good  standing  at  an  accredited 
university. 

After  the  war  the  Federal  government  plans  to  provide  college  training  for  the  men  in 
the  service  whose  college  careers  were  interrupted  by  induction. 

You  can  proceed  in  college  now  at  the  accelerated  pace,  studying  under  the  very  ablest 
men  whom  the  University  is  retaining  through  these  times  of  depleted  enrollments.  And  if 
manpower  needs  change  and  your  country  does  not  have  to  call  you  to  the  service  you  are 
that  much  further  along. 

Every  day  you  spend  in  college  puts  you  that  much  ahead  of  the  boy  who  chose  otherwise. 
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Hen-ick  to  find  out  the  duties  of  this 
position  so  I  might  pass  it  on  to  you. 
1  quote  his  reply:  "So  far  as  the  duties 
of  (lie  agent  are  concerned  I  am  pleased 
to  say  they  are  not  difficult,  being  con- 
fined almost  entirely  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  letters  to  the  class  calling  to 
their  attention  the  reason  for  Lehigh's 
financial  need  and  urging  their  cooper- 
ation in  this  critical  time.  All  of  the 
preparation  of  the  letters  is  carried  out 
through  this  office  and  the  class  agent 
has  only  the  job  of  writing  the  original 
copy  (again  with  our  help)  and,  de- 
pending upon  his  own  desire  for  a 
class  set-up,  appointing  such  district 
agents  as  may  help  him  in  obtaining 
these  gifts  to  Lehigh.  In  the  case  of  the 
class  of  '40,  where  so  many  have  al- 
ready taken  out  Class  Memorial  Gift 
policies,  the  work  is  even  less  difficult 
as  so  many  of  the  men  in  the  class  are 
already  contributing  through  this  plan. 
The  class  agent  also  attends  one  or 
more  class  agent  meetings  here  in 
Bethlehem,  if  he  can,  where  all  the 
members  of  the  Council  pool  their 
suggestions  and  aid  the 'newer  mem- 
bers in  planning  their  campaign.  It 
really  is  a  rare  opportunity  for  one 
man  in  the  class  to  perform  a  real 
service  to  the  University  and  to  the 
Alumni  Association  while  getting  a 
lot  of  personal  pleasure  out  of  It  him- 
self. Most  Lehigh  men  inlierently  want 
to  help  and  the  class  agent  simply 
serves  as  a  medium  of  reminder,  or 
somewhat  as  a  catalyst  in  the  process."

Prank  Fanst,  '94 

Frank  Faust,  former  general  super- 
intendent of  the  steel  freight  and  pas- 
senger car  departments  of  the  Berwick 
American  Car  and  Foundry  plant,  died 
at  his  home  in  Milton  on  April  25,  1943, 
following    a    cerebral    hemorrhage. 

Mr.  Faust  matricuated  at  Lehigh 
from  the  Berwick  schools  and  while  at 
Lehigh  was  active  in  sports  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  varsity  football  team.

He 
was  also  a  director  of  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Milton.
